PUSD Will 
Apply For 
State Money 

PLACENTIA — The Placentia 
Unified School District will file 
for state aid in the construction of 
about two-thirds of the proposed 
Glenview Elementary School on a 
site the district holds on Glenview 
Avenue, just east of Atwood. The 
Board of Education voted 
Wednesday night at a special 
board meeting to make 
application to the state for these 
building funds. 

Dr. Earle Brewer, assistant 
superintendent, told the board 
that if the district didn’t act 
quickly, the state might order the 
district to sell this parcel and 
another site, located in east 
Fullerton, known as the Topaz- 
Sapphire site. 

The land was purchased with 
state aid money as future school 
sites. The State Bureau of School 
Planning expects construction on 
these sits within a five year 
period, or will order the district to 
sell the property. 

The board took no action on the 
northwest property and Dr. 
Brewer indicated that the district 
might consider selling this 
property and purchasing land in 
an area where there is more 
housing to create a school site 
need.

a lawyer with Rutan & Tucker of 
Santa Ana. explained the 
advantages of forming a joint 
exercise of power authority in 
constructing the new Civic Center 
and library on a common site. 

At a Monday night meeting 
attended by the City Council and 
the library board plans were 
considered for forming the new 
authority. Stradling pointed out 
that advantages included saving 
on architectural costs, buildings 
matching agreeably in a central 
location, and sharing common 
facilities such as the mall, parking 
lot and maintenance.

Vandalism Must Stop; 
$22,000 Is Too Much 

Steps to curb the waste of tax dollars we can ill 
afford to lose caused by the rapidly growing 
vandalism in the Placentia Unified School District are 
long overdue. Vandalism has now become a major 
problem for the district. Total damage of $22,052.47 
reported from July 1970 to March of this year, 
represents more than double the figure reported just 
one year ago. 

The majority of the damage is occuring on our high 
school campuses with $7,677.23 at Valencia and 
$5,016.07 at El Dorado. No figures are available on the 
percentage of this damage caused by the students at 
the school but we feel that it is considerable based on 
information on vandals who are caught. 

We feel that the first step in curbing vandalism is to 
instill a sense of pride in and respect for their school 
in the students as well as teachers and principals. 
Those who are proud of their school will not tear it 
apart. 

We do not feel that this is the complete answer to 
the problem, however, because much of the damage, 
especially at elementary schools, is caused by persons 
not students at the schools. 

Because so few vandals are caught we feel that they 
should be stopped before the damage occurs. Several 
methods of dealing with the problem are now under 
consideration by the board of education. We feel it is 
time they acted to implement some or all of these 
methods. 

Presently being considered are the hiring of guards, 
the installation of an elaborate alarm system, and the 
offering of rewards for information leading to the 
apprehension of the vandals. 

We feel that all three are good ideas and should be 
used. With guards at the schools vandals would never 
know when they were under observation. The alarm 
system would protect the schools when guards are not 
present. 

Rewards would encourage the flow of information 
on who was doing the vandalism because of the 
financial gain, however small, to those reporting the 
vandals. 

We feel that now is the time to act. Vandalism is 
now out of control and is skyrocketing. These 
measures are extreme but they are necessary if the 
public is to protect its huge investment in public 
facilities against those who would destroy them for 
thdir own petty pleasures. 

Vandalism will get much worse before it gets better 
if no controls are instituted. The time is long past for 
half-way measures.

“Yes, indeed. I am fami¬ 
liar with the report Mr. 
Zinser refers to.” said Dr. 
Brinkley. “I had already 
seen a similar story in an 
L.A. paper.” 

As a matter of fact, con¬ 
sider these comments made 
by a world-renowned ortho¬ 
pedic specialist last month 
in California as reported 
in the Los Angeles Times: 

Their headline read: 
Spine Manipulation for 
Back Pain Urged. 

Anaheim—it's a crying 
shame that more physici¬ 
ans are not interested in 
manipulation of the spinal 
cord to solve backache 
problems because that 
technique, properly done, 
could save an awful lot of 
surgery bills, a noted 
British orthopedic surgeon 
told the California Medi¬ 
cal Association here Sat¬ 
urday. 

Dr. Henry Cyriax was 
invited to address the 
CMA’s 100th annual sci¬ 
entific session because 


he has the reputation of 
being one of the world's 
leading authorities on 
backache. 

Dr. Cyriax told a press 
conference that doctors 
had pretty much ignored 
his 40 years of preaching 
about the value of mani¬ 
pulation. 

Respectable orthopedic 
surgeons avoid back mani¬ 
pulation like a case of le¬ 
prosy, he said, and in 
Great Britain it’s barely 
mentioned in medical 
schools. 

Yet, Dr. Cyriax said, 
his experience based on 
more than 40,000 backache 
cases has shown that 1% or 
fewer need surgery. 

He said the only justi¬ 
fication for surgery is in¬ 
curable pain. 

“Many are operated on 
because the surgeon thinks 
the pain is incurable, but 
the fact is that 9 out of 10 
getting it don't need sur¬ 
gery,” he said. He added 
that in the United States, 
where operations of most 
kinds are more common 
than in Britain, the inci¬ 
dence of unnecessary back 
surgery is even higher. 

During the press con¬ 
ference Dr. Cyriax des¬ 
cribed manipulation as 
the use of the hands by a 
doctor. “Manipulation is 
not new but it is just not 
being used by medical 
doctors," he said. 

He also added that back¬ 
ache is the commonest 
cause of job absence 
among healthy men in 
England.
